Gas company to the public utilities commission for increased 
franchise prices for gas, it now appears that the fight is to 
broaden itself into other lines.

firm a certain by-law and agreement of the city granting a 
franchise to the Northern Alberta Natural Gas Develop- 
ment company for supplying gas to the city of Edmonton 
and authorizing. the company to construct certain gas pipe 
lines and works in the province, — re 

_In the alternative, the city asks for-an act permitting 
it to forhwith acquire or expropriate the rights and property 
of the company and authorizing the exercising of all the 
powers the company has or may exercise under the act. 

Civic heads state there is a clause in the franchise 
agreement which allows the city to evpropriate the com- 
pany’s interest. On their own showing the company 
cannot carry on and absolutely live up to the agreement. 

The company claims to have spent in the neighborhood 
of $375,000 on development work. This is the most the 
city would enpect to pay in expropriating the Mebier and 
property of the company.

| Jews Must Be in Palestine to Have 
Jéwish State 

London, — Dr, Chalm Weizmann, 
president of the English Zionist fed- 
eration, speaking in Yiddish t6 1 
meeting attended by 5,000 _ persons, 
said that it would be positively un- 
just to ask the peace conference for 
a Jewish state where Ilneal and his- 
toric claims were not enough. The 
Jews must first be in: Palestine to 
have a Jewish state, There are only 
120,000 Jews in Palestine while there 
‘are 500,000 non-Jews. Lands, he said, 
are not given to people who are not 
inhabitants of them. 

It was pointed out by the we 
that the Jugo-Slavs and the Czecho- 
Slavs have lands in which peoples of 
those races predominate and hold 30 
instead of 2 per cent. of the land as 
in Palestine. Dr. Weizmann said 
that there would be thrée demands 
upon the peace conference, as fol-’ 
lows: ; 

1. Recdgnition of the claim’ of the 
Jews on Palestine as the future Jew- 
ish land, 

2. Opportunities to bring the cor 
back by legitl: ate means itil in a 
comparatively short time the Jewish 
community in Palestine will be be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 in fum- 
ber. This claim is to be vigorously 
pressed, 

*3. The nomination of Great Britain 
as trustee of Palestine as the empire 
has the full confidence of all Jewry. 

The main task, the speaker’ said, 
was to create a Jewish agricultural 
class without encroaching on the 
Arab peasants; to make the founda- 
tion a spiritual one and fo ? provide 
for rest days, and educational  sys- 


.{tem and the use of the Hebrew lang- 


uage. This, he said, was to be the 
function of a new Jewish organiza- 
tion including all Jewry and its in- 
corporation. 


Restoring Canada’s

The. six freight steam- 
ers formerly plying between V ancau- 
ver and Australia were all requisi- 
tioned by -the admiralty and five of 
these are to’be replaced as rapidly as 
possible and a beginning in the 
ight service will be made at once. 

Service between Halifax and the 
West Indies -has already been re-es- 
tablished.

The Brit- 
ish shipping niinistry promises three 
ships between now and May, 
thereafter a’ of the 
service.

Floating Safes 


System Developed by Italian Inven- 
; tor a 

As a means of preventing. register- 
ed mail and valuable articles owned 
by passengers from being lost when 
a ship founders,~ two Italian inven- 
tors, have developed a system, of 
floating safes for installation in 
ocean liners, The arrangement’ con- 
sists in part of a large cylindrical 
steel casing placed vertically in the 
middle of the ship, the top flush with 
the upper deck and covered with -a 
loose-fitting, easily-lifted cap. The 
bottom. of the well is closed by a 
concave head of considerable 


strength. . 

Within the shaft ‘is a perforated 
shell of considerably less diameter. 
In the lower part of the inner casing 
there is a hermeticatty sealed float. 
This bears the name. of the vessel, 
and is attached to one end of a flex- 
ible cable wound about a reel. Ar- 
ranged above this is a series of non- 
sinkable vaults. Doors are provided 
in both the outer and inner casings 
at the various decks so that ready. 
access is gained to the safes. — 

Should a ship thus equipped sink, 
water would enter the well andscause 
the floating .vaults to shoot out of 
the tube and rise to the surface. The 
purpose of the float in the bottom 
of the shaft, which has the cable at- 
tached, is to serve.as a markerf- in- 
dicating the ‘position of the. wreck 
and identifying it. od
